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Water the Horees 


This is the time’ of year when the 
horses, the motive power of the farm, 
suffer most. - You would not get the 
hired man to follow the disc harrow, 
the plough or the binder long if a jug 
of cool water was not at hand fre- 
quently»—why expect the horses to go 
for five or six hours without a drink? 
You say you have no water in the 
field. Then take some with you. Get 
a clean barrel or two. Put them in 
a wagon or truck—fill with water and 
haul to the fleld each morning ,and 
noon. Take a pall along and water 
the horses two or three times each 
forenoon and afternoon. Hven if you 
only give them half a gallon each ft 
will greatly refresh them. You 
should just as soon attempt to cut a

THe sole head of a family, or any 


mnale over 18 years old, may _hoine- 


stead a quarter section of available Do- 


minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 


or Alberta. The applicant must appear 


in person at the Dominion Lands A PnCy 
ntry 
by proxy may be made at the oftice of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years, A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitalle house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 

standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra ciftivation, The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, scrubby or stony Jand after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
Brereen non may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Prive $3 per 
acre. Duties— Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300, -

Interecting People 

Of King Nicholas of Montenegro 
somebody writes that he stops people 
to examine their guns and pistols, 
and rates anybody who carries them 
unloaded—which recalls an anecdote 
related of himself by Count Moltke, 
when, in 1856, he accompanied the 
crown prince of Prussta to Moscow to 
attend the coronation of Alexander II. 
At a ball in the kremlin Moltke was 
introduced to a group of picturesque 
potentates from central Asia, with 
their girdles stuck full of daggers 
and pistols, in the present day Al- 
banian manner and he begged to know 
whether these firearms of theirs were 
loaded. Why should I carry them if 
they were not loaded, replied the 
spokesman of the party; and in a 
letter to his English wife Moltke con- 
fessed that he had never experienced 
such a set back all his life. Here 
at last, he said, I have found ‘un hom- 
me serieux,’ a man who is what he 
looks and means what he says. 

All along the road to Lexington 
from Cambridge, Mass., there are 
monuments to rebel colonists who 
slew British soldiers on April 19, in 
1775, but the most striking is that 
which is ralsed to the memory of 
Samuel Whittemore. He was 80 
years of age at_the time and he Killed 
three British scidiers with hls own 
hand. The stone records that for 
this he received punishment of three 
kinds. He was shot, he was bayon- 
eted and he was beaten. He was then 
reasonably enough left for dead. The 
old fellow must have had a magnifi- 
cent constitution and a spirit which 
the most devoted optimist must envy. 
For the inscription goes on to say that 
he recovered and lived to the age of 
98.
